This last effort boosted 
Lincoln into fifth position in the 
standings with 3 wins and -9 
losses. . . The Abes reached their 
peak when, in their second meet- 
ing with Queen Anne, they fought 
on even terms with the title-win- 
ners for three quarters only to 
drop behind in the last period 
and lose by nine points. . .

WITH THE 1939 BASKETBALL CHAMPIONSHIP bells still pealing sweetly, the 
student spectators began preparing themselves for a similarly victory-laden 
season of baseball. . .

But then somebody threw a curve- 
ball into the works. In fact several people began throwing curve-balls. As a 
result, 1939 was a lean year for the hitters and the Railsplitters lost game after 
game by close scores because of ineffective hitting. However, some brilliant 
pitching gave the Lynx a majority of the decisions and they were able to finish 
out of the second division and salvage ai little of their lost glory. . . Hi-light of 
the year was the 6-5 loss to Franklin, a game that went fourteen and five-sixth 
innings before the winning run was scored. And several similar battles served 
to give the spectators their money’s worth.

FOR THE FIRST TIME in seven long years, Lincoln thinclads toppled from track 
supremacy and bowed to Queen Anne and Broadway. A crop of green but 
budding underclassmen represented Lincoln on the cinder path and surprised 
sideliners by finishing third. 1939 marked the first loss in regular meets for 
five years when Queen Anne and Garfield combined to spike the peerless 
record of Lincoln's cindermen. A measure of success came with the recovery 
of the All-city. relay Carnival's trophy, which had been sticking in Garfield's 
craw since 1938. 


1940’s CREW was nearly 1939's squad intact; only two graduating seniors left 
the fold. Sans hair, the 1940 squad sprinted between classes in their hurry to 
turn out after school. In remarkable shape after extensive winter training, they 
looked capable of giving a good account of themselves this year.
